Now It's Unions 
Within The Unions 


Unions within unions — that is, unions 
formed by employes of labor unions to bargain 
with union bosses on matters of wages and work­ 
ing conditions — are a relatively new extension 
of unioneering, but a rapidly growing one. 
A National Labor Relations Board ruling up­ 
holding the concept of internal unions has given 
the green light to further organizing within 
unions themselves, and grievances are rapidly 
coming to the front as employes take advantage 
of the fact. 
What this portends in terms of union soli­ 
darity or intra-union friction can only be answer­ 
ed by the future, but labor bosses have been 
placed on notice that they are now as vulnerable 
to collective bargaining as industrial manage­ 
ment in instances which the majority of their 
employes may designate. 
N LR B members have given unanimous ap­ 
proval to an election among employes of the 
International Ladies Garment Workers to decide 
the issue of internal union representation in 
dealing with union management. If the vote is 
affirmative, the board will order IL G W officials 
to bargain with the proposed Federation of Union 
Representatives. 
One effect of the N LR B ruling was the for­ 
mation of the Advisory Council of Representa­ 
tives Unions, an alliance of internal unions to 
sponsor growth of their bodies within other 
major unions. 
Internal union representation is likely to 
become a potent force in negotiations of the 
future, with the effect within union structures 
overlapping into industrial bargaining.

Cub a Will Not Die 


No mailer what is done to quiet the discussion of the 
Cuban fiasco, the discussion of Cuba will not die down, 
Wherever one goes, the discussion is about Cuba. There 
is a sense of shame. There is chagrin. There is hope­ 
lessness. 
No nation is willing to accept such a defeat a> the 
United States suffered in Cuba without doing something 
about it. That ••something' might be going to war or it 
^rught he dismissing an official But something mu-t be 
mon* or there will he a popular explosion on the subject. 
The form of that explosion is unpredictable, but a wise 
politician like John Kennedy cannot afford to be caught 
in a storm. 
One thing that could tie done would be the publica­ 
tion of Khrushchev's letter to Kennedy which has in­ 
fluenced much thought on the subject of Cuba. This 
letter was announced but has not been published. Ac­ 
cording to many rumors and reports. Khrushchev made 
it clear beyond doubt that if the United States went into 
Cubar-Soviet Russia would take Berlin. Tips coaid be 
regarded as an ultimatum if we so chose. 


Sooner or later, the I nited States will be forced 


to rail Khrushchev's bluff. Shall we wait until Cuba 
takes Key Hest or Miami or shall we assume that 
Soviet Russia will only include the entire Latin 
American continent in its conquests, leaving North 
America to its own devices? When an Umpire starts 
roiling, it does not stop until it is stopped. That 
lesson no politician can afford to forget. 


The B illie theory is that we can wait until Souci 
Russia and Red China go to war and then we shall take 
advantage of the situation. But suppose Soviet Russia 
and Red China do not go to war or do not go to war for 
a century? What becomes of us during the* long period 
of Empire-building ’ Do we sit on our hands and wait 
for something to happen'’ 
It is true that the major effort of current diplomacy 
is to avoid a world war. particularly the possibility of 
a nuclear war. This .seems to be the policy of Senator 
Fulbright as well as of important members of the State 
Department. 
President Kennedy has decided apparently to go 
along with this policy. But most Americans find it d if­ 
ficult to understand why we should be willing to send 
troops to Laos and not to t uba. Surely, a place 90 miles 
from the I nited States is more significant than a place 
several thousand miles away. 


In a word, if we cannot defend ourselves in the 


Western Hemisphere why defend ourselves in Asia 
or Africa? It is not impossible thai there may be a 
Hound reason for the position taken by the President 
and his advisors, but if there is a reason, why not 
tell the people what it is? 


It is true that President Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
followed blindly down the primrose path to war But 
Roosevelt had an unusual hold upon the American peo­ 
ple and was the only President in our history to true 
been elected four times. He was able to convince even 
his opponents that his course was right and that he knew 
what he was doing. John Kennedy has not yet achieved 
such an affectionate following. He may do so. He may 
outdo Roosevelt in popular favor. But such an attitude 
on the part of our people does not exist now and the 
Cuban question is before us now It will not die down. 
It cannot be pushed aside. 
President Kennedy, like all politicians, even those 
in Communist countries, must have popularity as an 
aid to power. No man can be stronger than the support 
he has. When Mussolini's popularity wore thin, the 
Italians who had been saluting ll Duce turned on him 
and killed him. Hitler committed suicide; Stalin was 
denounced by Khrushchev as a scoundrel atter he was 
Qfiead. And so it goes with all greatness. 


To make even a four-vear term of a President 


noteworthy, John Kenned) must not be regarded as 
one who presides over a coterie of quarreling cooks 
who produce a poisonous broth. He must get rid of 
some of the rooks and get down to a realistic recog­ 
nition of the frightful cost of defeat. The heaviest 
cost of al) is shame — national shame 


Perhaps nothing would appease the American peo­ 
ple more than a reorganization of the CIA and the State 
Department and the elimination of those who created 
confusion of policy. A President of the United States 
stands alone and his policy is his own. He can blame 
no underling for the underling’s mistakes, but he can 
throw him out. 
Loyalty to an individual cannot be stronger than re­ 
sponsibility to the American people. President Harding 
was ruined by the wrong kind of loyalty. 
That is what the President faces and there is no 
possibility of ducking the Cuban issue. To use a popular 
cliche, something must be done about it.

Minimum-Wage Bill Could Prolong Recession 


WASHINGTON - The possibil­ 
ity of a setback in business is not 
a pleasant thing to discuss. But 
what has just been hailed as a 
“ victory'' for President Kenned), 
when Congress passed the new 
mmimum-wage bill, could turn out 
to be a measure that actually pro­ 
longs the present recession. 
Up to now, it has always been 
thought to be the tatter part of 
wisdom to keep wage rates stable 
during a recession and wait for 
better times. But the Democrats 
in Congress have just taken a step 
which not only affects the 24,OOO.* 
OOO workers who are covered by 
minimum-wage laws but provides 
labor unions with the excuse to 
start a demand for a genera! 
wage increase. 
Instead of permitting the na­ 
tion to treat the wounds it his 
received as a result of the dislo­ 
cation of the national economy bv 
the steel strike, the unions which 
have the support of the Kennedy 
Administration now have driven 
ahead to start a wave of wage 
increases. 
The larger businesses will not 
be hurt as much as will small 
business. The new minimum-wage 
law will cause the loss of jobs to 
many 
persons

Small businesses generally will 
not be able to pay the increased 
Hage and will have to cut down 
the number of their employes.
